Remarks 

Consistent with our typical practice, the Applicant believed there was a patent application in the 
U.S. that was co-pending with the referenced PCT application, and that recited similar subject 
matter. The Applicant instructed the undersigned representative to enter national stage in certain 
covmtries, not including the U.S., prior to expiration of 30 months from the PCT priority date. 
The undersigned representative realized on Jan. 24, 2005 that there was in fact no co-pending 
application in the U.S. The Applicant hereby asserts that the entire delay was unintentional, 
from the date immediately prior to abandonment of the PCT Application without entry into 
national stage in the U.S., to the date of this Petition.
